OHIO FARMERS 
INCREASE CROP 


Two Percent More is Acreage 


Planted, According to Fed- 


eral Crop Report 


Ohio farmers have increased 


their total acreage of crops two 
percent over the acreage harvested 
in 1930, according to A. R. Tuttle 
of the Federal Crop Reporting Ser- 
vice. Increases are shown "In. the 
acreage of corn, wheat, rye, pota- 
toes, tobacco and soybeans and de- 
creases in the acreage of oats and 
barley. Tame hay acreage is about 
the same as last year. 


.The spring of 1931 was very fa- 


vorable for farm work thereby en- 
abling farmers to get their land 
plowed for the increased acreage 
of crops. 


Weather-conditions in general 


have been very favorable since 
planting time and conditions on 
July 1 indicate' a production of 
corn, wheat, oats, barley, rye and 
potatoes around 14 percent above 
last year. Tame hay promises a 
crop two-thirds above 1930 and to- 
bacco about 7 percent above last 
year. 


Fruit prospects for Ohio are the 


best in years. Apples, peaches and 
pears promise a crop nearly four 
times that of 1930 and almost 
double the 5-year average.^Grape 
production is shown at 11 percent 
above last year-

Sonietimes it Is 
necessary to pour roflk into the 
child's mouth- from a teaspoon. The 
feeding may also be accomplished 
by the passage of a soft rubber tube 
Into the gullet. 
Since it is Important that the 
nutrition of the InfantT be main- 
tained you can see why the opera- 
tion should be doRi as soon as pos- 
sible.
